Mary Fegueira, 20-year-old sweet- 


heart of John Silba known as "Joe 
the Portugese", was questioned for 
several hours at the Ulster county 
courthouse Tuesday evening folio-w- 
ing her arrival here in custody of 
Sergeant John Lockhart, Trooper L. 
Baker and private detectives. What 
this long grilling revealed has not 
been made public by the officials but 
it is believed that she talked in a 
guarded fashion but during the ex- 
amination gave the officials several 
'leads which may result in solving the 
murder of Silba, whose trussed body 
•was found in the Hudson river near 
Marlborough on July 13. 


The girl, a brunette apparently of 


south 
European 
extraction, 
was 


dressed in black when brought to the 
court house from New York where 
she had been arrested as a material 
witness by Plnkerton detectives who 
had been engaged by District Attor- 
ney Cleon B. Murray to investigate 
the murder from the New York city- 
end. It is not believed she had any 
part in the murder but that dis-

TOO MUCH COD LIVER OIL 


DANGEROUS TO AXIMAL8 


Ithaca, N. Y., July u (#)—Seven 


experiments with herbivorous 


animals; showing that a diet contain- 
ing large amounts of cod liver oil 
»ay cause muscle and heart injuries 
•od even death, were made public 
today at Cornell University. 
* No similar experiments were made 
With human beings. 
But the Cor- 


»ell -report suggested that medical 
men examine the human angle, to 
eee whether overdosage of the oil 
»ay be serious for children. 
The 


writers of. other reports recognize 
that their results have no such bear- 
Ing on use of cod liver oil in human 
nutrition. 


The trouble is traced to a still un- 


identified fraction of the oil. This 
fraction seems to be largely separate 
from the portion containing the vita- 
mins, and to be something which may 
be gotten rid of by chemical treat- 
ment, and apparently is larsely tak- 
en out of cod lUer oil concentrates. 


The experiments were described In 


tie Cornell bulletin by Dr. L. L 
Madsen and Professors C. M McCay 
and L A. Maynard of the anima'l 
nutrition laboratory.

mals because cod liver oil is fed t 
various farm flocks and herds.

Spartan Motherhood 


By BROOKE PETERS CHURCH 
An American general, who also 


was an educator, once wrote that it 
was painful to punish the young, but 
that, when necessary, true kind- 
ness required it should be applied 
with a firm hand and not converted 
into a reward. 


It would help many tender-heart- 


ed young mothers to learn and pon- 
der over this statement which is 
fundamental in the training of chil- 
dren. Punishment is too often con- 
verted into reward. 


If and when a punishment is ad- 


ministered, it is the child, not the 
parent whose benefit must be con- 
sidered, and the child, not the par- 
ents, should suffer. Half the naughti- 
ness of childhood is committed with 
the desire to gain attention. If the 
results are thoroughly unpleasant, 
repetition of the same misdeed be- 
comes nnprofltable. If, on the other 
hand, the child finds that he baa suc- 
ceeded in making his mother un- 
happy and so has continued to oc- 
cupy the center of the stage, his 
desire for attention Is gratified. 


If, however, his mother, with ap- 


parent indifference, .returns to her 
own affairs after the interruption, 
continue* her conversation uncon- 
cernedly, or completes'her letter, 
the child gets no satisfaction ont of 
his bid for attention. 


Some mothers, having punished 


a child, are so overcome by remorse 
that they pick It up and pet It. "Did 
mother hurt It? She's sorry, it hnrta 
her too, but baby m u s t n ' t be 
naughty." Such treatment undoes all 
the good of the chastisement The 
child feels Justified, for mother is 
sorry, therefore she was wrong 


Bard-keartedness is essential m

which to repair fireplaces and faulty 
flues. 
Such repairs may be effected 


by obtaining modernizatfbn 
credit 


from any financial institution ap- 


' proved by the Federal Housing Ad- 


ministration. 


There are various causes for smok- 


ing fireplaces. A flue opening that Is 
too small for the size of the fireplace 
opening may • cause smoking. 
The 


area, of the fireplace opening shoulc 
not be more than 12& times the ne 
area of the flue section. 
Also the 


fireplace may be too shallow. Ordi- 
narily, It should be IS inches to 20 
inches deep. 
Very little advantage 


Is to be obtained from larger fire- 
place openings in deeper fireplaces. 
The sides should not be perpendicu- 
lar. .They should be splayed or con- 
structed so that they slant inward 
and upward to the flue. This will 
help radiate heat out into the room. 
If it Is' found that a flre burns on 
only one side, this may be due to the 
unequal slope of the sides of the 
smoke chamber. Both sides should 
be sloped to the same angle. 


Tops of chimneys should not be 


lower than within tivo feet of the 
ridge of sloping roofs and three feet 
over flat roofs. 
If there are large 


trees near the chimney, however. Its 
height should be increased. In con- 
templating fireplace repair H is ad- 
visable ;o .solicit the service and ad- 
vice of an expert.

Diseases Work 


Havoc in Crops 


Ithaca. N. Y., July 24—"For ev- 


ery half-doien shirts a,, man buys 
be pays for a seventh one because 
of the, diseases in the cotton fields of 
the south; for every sweet potato 
the housewife buys, she pays for two 
she does not get. 


"One b«an in every doien. one ap- 


ple in every seven, one peach in ev- 
ery eight, one bushel of Irish pota- 
toes in every 12, and one bushel of 
wheat In every 10 Is destroyed an- 
nually by diseases In these cropi." 
says Dr. p. p. Pirone of the depart- 
ment of plant pathology, New York 
state college of agriculture. 


To give an idea of what plant dis- 


eases cost the people, Dr. Plrons pic- 
ture* the year 1927: 


"More than 2,000,000 bushels of 


oata were lost in New York state 
slone, and more than 190.000,000 
bushels in the United States. The 
ravages of corn diseases caused a 
IOM of 228.000 bushels in the em- 
pire state and more than 218,000,- 
000 bushels In the entire country. 
More than 26,000,000 bushels of po- 
tatoea were destroyed by disease In 
New York, and more than 98,000,000 
buihel*. in the United States. 


"The diseases of beans ruined 94,- 


000 .bushels in New York state and 
785,000 bushels in the nation. More 
than 6,000,000 bushels 
of 
apples 


were ruined in New York and more 
than 14,000,000 bushels in the coun- 
try. Other crops like lettuce, onions, 
and cabbage suffered corresponding 
losaea. 
Staff members of the Cor- 


nell University agricultural experi- 
ment station are constantly at work 
to devise practical means to combat 
these disease*, and they work with 
the, growers."

Mala ani 
Lotus Long, his heroine in "Eski- 
mo." were the only Hollywood nctors 
in the company, so there was abun- 
dant opportunity for native Island 
talent. 


Chief I* 'Castint Director' 


Thorpe, who hails from Wichita. 


Kas.. and has been making movies 
•bout 14 years, found the islands 
fascinating enough but not without 
difficulties from the niovls stand- 
point. It Is simple to secure natives 
to work In pictures, all being eager 
to earn the fee of about one dollar 
» day. The district chief of the na- 
tives serves as "casting director." 
and all that Is necessary is to ar- 
range with him for the needed num- 
ber of men and women, a day before- 
hand, and go to the appointed loca- 


tion In tho mornlnjc. Tho natives 
will bo on hand. The district chief, 
incidentally, collects the movie earn- 
ing* for his people. Part of It goes 
Into a community fund, tho remain- 
der Is doled out as needed. 


But Thorpe's natlvn actors, al- 


though available In numbers, would 
not lend thomsehp* readily to di- 
rection. Thoy could bf rehearsed la 
their movements time after time,
